Claim Artificial Hormone 
Sheep Dipping Broadleaf Weeds Can Be Controlled 


Cuts M arket Beef Q uality 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Wide­ 
spread use of an artificial h o r 
moue in fattening cattle has 
lowered the quality of beef sold 
to consum ers, according to offi* 
rials of several meat packing 
inns. 
Hut government officials, hor­ 
mone m anufacturers and other 
cattle industry sources dispute 
the packers’ contention. 
The hormone—known as DES 
—is fed to an estim ated three- 
fourths of the 40 million cattle 
slaughtered 
annually 
in 
the 
United States. 
Because it has caused cancer 
in 
laboratory 
anim als, 
the 
amount of the hormone added to 
cattle feed is limited by federal 
law. The law also states “ no re ­ 
sidues” of DES are allowed in 
m eat reaching consum ers, and 
that no additives are perm itted 
which harm the anim al being 
fed them. 
However, Agriculture Depart­ 
m ent records show- that its in­ 
spectors have detected residues 
of the hormone in about I of ev­ 
ery 200 cattle checked. Meat 


with 
residues 
is 
condemned 
when found, but one govern­ 
ment official said “ I don’t see 
low you can keep it all out.” 
Several m eat packers said in 
interviews that the hormone, 
also known as diethylstilbestrol 
or stilbestrol, reduces beef qual­ 
ity. 
“ Meat today is not up to the 
texture of meat as we’ve known 
it over tile years,” said one Los 
Angeles packing house execu­ 
tive. ‘‘We took it up with g ov j 
em inent meat inspectors and 
they said soft and mushy m eat 
had no harm ful effects. But you I 
wonder.” 
Cal Santare of the Western | 
States Meat Packers Associa­ 
tion says stilbestrol has a tend- j 
ency to dissolve the marbling 
fat in beef. "The m eat is very 
soft and 'watery,” he said. 
Government officials, howev­ 
er, contend DES-treated beef is J 
as high in quality as untreated j 
meat. 
‘i t is no different in any 
way,” said Dr. Joseph Stein, di­ 
rector of the Agriculture De- J 


partm ent’s slaughter inspection 
division. “ As far as I know it 
has no had effects.” 
Spokesmen 
for 
Ely 
Lilly 
Co., one of the m akers of the 
hormone, expressed surprise at 
the complaints. “ Most studies 
I’ve seen,” one said, “ indicate 
DES improves the beef.,’ 
Noting that most of the com ­ 
plaints come 
from 
California 
packers, company officials sug­ 
gested that liquid feeds used in 
the 
western 
cattle 
industry 
could cause excess m oisture in 
meat. 
A publication by Iowa State 
University, which conducted the 
first 
experim ents 
in 
feeding 
DES to cattle, reports: “ Cattle 
fed stilbestrol for shorter per­ 
iods may contain less fat and 
somewhat more moisture and 
protein.” 
The publication adds that the 
differences disappear after cat­ 
tle have been on the feed for IOO 
days or longer. It also cites 
studies showing no differences 
in tenderness and flavor of the 
meat.

Insect Alerts

Many of tiie things we use 
today are sold in aerosol con­ 
tainers, I've seen figures indi­ 
cating that by 19 71, in the food 
business alone, some 600 million 
aerosol containers will be sold

this subject, I’m sure y ou know 
that # these containers are very 
ex plosive? Most of the contain 
cis are packaged with internal 
pressures ol

The point I want to m ake here 
is 
that 
these 
things 
are 
"bom bs” and can ex plode with 
a terrific force if heated to I'M) 
degrees 
Fahrenheit or 
more. 
Don’t put any aerosol can in 
the hack window of y our cat, 
of where the direct sun will bit 
it. Don’t try to ‘‘pep’’ one up 
by placing it in hot w ater, or 
on a heated stove, because y ou 
m ay pep it up a little too much. 
So, be caretui and don't get 
bombed by an aerosol can. 
Mies o n Plants 
About, this tim e each y ear I 
get a num ber of letter* irom 
concerned 
homeowners 
about 
flies dinging to all kinds of 
plants. They look a little sm all­ 
er than the house fly . Actually , 
this fly is the adult of the seed 
corn 
maggot 
and 
has 
been 
killed by a fungus disease. The 
flies 
apparently 
cling 
to 
all 
kinds of upright objects and re­ 
m ain there even after death. 
You might think these flies are 
eating the foliage. Aeually , this 
fly doesn’t have chewing mouth- 
parts. 
Grape Flea Beetle 
Well, if y ou raise grapes y ou 
probably know what the larval, 
or "worm stage" of the grape 
flea beetle looks like. The adult, 
y ou rem em ber, is a m etallic, 
blue green beetle that feeds on 
grape 
buds. 
The little, dark 
worm is the im m ature form. 
These 
worm s 
skeletonize 
the 
leaves. A spray of Sevein of 
malathion will control them . 
One thing I should probably 
mention now, since harvest on 
m any crops 
is near is how 
close to harvest can be 
ap­ 
ply 
insecticides. 
This 
varies 
with the crop and the m aterial 
used. 
On every label there is 
a section giving the minimum 
day s from last application until 
harvest. Som etim es y ou can 
ap 
ply a m aterial the sam e day 
y ou pick the crop. In other 
words, there is no waiting tim e 
for some insecticides on some 
crops. Get in the habit of check­ 
ing that label for this w-aiting 
tim e. 
Two Spotted Spider Mite 
We have had a lot of trouble 
with the two-spotted spider m:te 
on straw berries this y ear. This 
m ite is 
a 
sucking 
pest and 
causes the foliage to turn an 
off color with sickly appear­ 
ance. Some patches of berries 
have actually been killed this 
season. The w eather has been 
ideal for m ites, and T guess they 
just caught a few people by sur­ 
prise. If y our berries don’t seem 
to be doing too well and y ou 
notice a faint webbing of silk 
on the foliage, y ou could very 
well have the two-spotted spider 
m ite. 
To control, spray plants thor­ 
oughly with Kelthane 13.5 
per 
cent liquid concentrate mix ed 
a t the rate of lVi teaspoonfuls 
p er gallon of water. It is very 
essential that plenty of 
water 
be used to wet the foliage. Com­ 
m ercial growers often- use as 
much as 250-350 gallons of w-ater 
per acre to get good coverage. 
Kelthane m ay he used two day s 
prior to harvest. I ’d suggest 2 
applications 
spaced 
about 
7 
day s apart. 
Black Vine Weev il 
The black vine weevil is one 
<*f our m ajor pests of Japanese 
y ew (Tax us). Adults are very 
large snout beetles 
and 
are 
black 
with 
tan 
specks. 
The 
adults eat sm all circular not­ 
ches out of the foliage 
o f y ew 
and 
rhododendron, 
rh e 
real 
dam age to y ew is caused by 
feeding grubs. They can actual 
ly kill an entire plant very sud­ 
denly . If y ou have y ew-, check 
the leaves for signs of notches 
eaten out of the leaves. Then 
go out at night and 
lo o k fo r 
the large black adult beetles. 
The only control 
measure wc 
have is the use of aldrin, diel- 
drin. or heptachlor applied 
to 
the soil the last week in June. 
This kills the adult beetles be­ 
fore they have a chance to 
tay 
eggs. 
We 
have 
no 
control 
against the larvae or grubs. If 
y ou use dieldrim. it is sold 
as 
a 
liquid 
concentrate. 
Use 
5 
tablespoons per gallon of w ater. 
Spray 
the 
foliage 
and 
soil 
around suspected plants. 
Re­ 
m em ber, this must be done the 
last week in June, or it will 
not get the job done. 
With 
the

w eather, he careful when 
using 
certain spray s. Liquid co ncen­ 
trates contain oil base 
so lv ents 
called petroleum distillates and 
under conditions of high tem ­ 
perature, plants m ay be burned.

Recently we have been flood­ 
ed

street im provem ents will begin 
in the last of July . Minor im ­

Two specific street im prove­ 
m ents 
are

Agreem ents 
have been reached on some of 
the easem ents, but term s have 
not been reached on several 
others.

Most of the contain­ 
ers are packaged with internal 
pressures ol aliout 40 pounds 
per square inch and some as 
high as loo psi.

that 
these 
things 
are 
“ bomos" and can explode with 
a terrific force if heated to I’M) 
degrees 
Fahrenheit or 
more. 
Don't put any aerosol can in 
the hack window of your cai, 
of where the direct sun will bit 
it. Don’t try to “ pep” one up 
by placing it in hot water, or 
on a heated stove, because you 
may pep it up a little too much. 
So, he caretuJ and don't get 
bombed by an aerosol can. 


Flies on Plants 


About this time each year I 
get a numlier of letter* from 
concerned 
homeowners 
about 
flies clinging to all kinds of 
plants. They look a little sm all­ 
er than the house fly. Actually, 
this fly is the adult of the seed 
corn 
maggot 
and 
bas 
been 
killed by a fungus disease. The 
flies 
apparently 
cling 
to 
all 
kinds of upright objects and re­ 
main there even after death. 
You might think these flies are 
eating the foliage. Acually, this 
fly doesn’t have chewing mouth­ 
parts. 
(irapc Flea Beetle 


Well. if you raise grapes you 
probably know what the larval, 
or “ worm stage” of the grape 
flea beetle looks like. The adult, 
you remember, is a metallic, 
blue-green beetle that feeds on 
grape 
buds. 
The little, dark 
worm is the immature form. 
These 
worms 
skeletonise 
the 
leaves. A spray of Severn of 
malathion will control them. 
One thing I should probably 
mention now. since harvest on 
many crops is near is how 
close to harvest can be ap­ 
ply 
insecticides. 
This 
varies 
with the crop and the material 
used 
On every label there is 
a section giving the minimum 
days from last application until 
harvest. Sometimes you can ap­ 
ply a m aterial the sam e day 
you pick the crop. In other 
words, there is no waiting time 
for some insecticides on some 
•Tops. Get in the habit of check­ 
ing that label for this w-aiting 
time 
Two Spotted Spider Mite 
We have had a lot of trouble 
with the two-spotted spider mue 
on strawberries this year. This 
mite 
is 
a 
slicking 
pest and 
causes the foliage to turn an 
off color with sickly appear­ 
ance. Some patches of berries 
have actually been killed this 
season. The weather has been 
ideal for mites, and I guess they 
just caught a few people by sur­ 
prise. If your berries don’t seem 
to be doing too well and you 
notice a faint, webbing of silk 
on the foliage, you could very 
well have the two-spotted spider 
mite. 
To control, spray plants thor­ 
oughly with Kelthane 13.5 per 
cent liquid concentrate mixed 
at the rate of It* teaspoonfuls 
per gallon of water.

Recently we have been flood­

ly are not forgotten 
The street improvements for 
this year were delayed by hav­ 
ing to ask for additional quota­ 
tions on

item s. 
This 
process is nearly completed and* 
it is expected that the major 
street improvements will begin 
in the last of July. Minor im­ 
provements 
are 
presently un­ 
derway 
awl 
will 
continue 
throughout this summer. 
Two specific street improve­ 
ments 
are 
most 
frequently 
asked about and need special 
comment. The Atwater Avenue 
extension project (M orris Road) 
is still delayed because (rf the 
lack of easem ents. Agreements 
have been reached on some of 
the easem ents, but term s have 
not been reached on several 
others. 
Smce 
eventually 
Uhs 
portion ot Atwater will have to 
be completely torn out, lowered 
eighteen (18) inches at curtain 
points and replaced with a new 
street, final repairing of the 
street now is not possible. How­ 
ever, there are plans to surface 
treat it to improve it tem porar­ 
ily until the street can be recon­ 
structed and finished prop rly. 
The 
other 
frequently 
men­ 
tioned area is the park streets. 
Council bas already indicated 
that they would like to try to 
repair them this year. Although 
as with the new baseball lights 
at the park. it is difficult to 
find funds for the streets from 
the General Fund. It is possible

Rogers On N A T O Troops 
Laft-A-Duy 


Secretmy of State William Rogers 
has made the most definitiv e statement 
yet concerning the intention of the ad­ 
ministration to do nothing about remov ­ 
ing large numbers of American troops 
from Europe in the near future. 
In an interv iew with West German 
newsmen, 
Rogers 
said 
the 
United 
Stales * has no intention of mak ing any 
change that will in any way cause polit­ 
ical or psychological repercussions that 
would weak en NATO. We consider 
NATO the most important security alli­ 
ance that we hav e and we think that 


our Iroops in Europe are import ant 
to giv e credibility to that alliance." 
Consequently, there will be no with­ 
drawal of U.S. troops before mid-1971, 
Rogers said, and any reductions occur­ 
ring after that will be relativ ely sm a ll. 
This statement will aid in remov ing 
fears expiessed by some members of 
NATO ov er U.S. intentions toward its 
troop commitments, but it does little 
to encourage the other members of 
NATO to contribute their share to the 
ov erall troop effort. 


Curing Drunk Drivers 


Douglas C. Toms, director of the 
National Highway Safety Bureau, is 
deternv ned to do something about the 
drunk driv er problem or burn out a 
computer trying. As a first step in his 
campaign, Toms proposes to put all 
information on 
driv ers with drunk 
conv ictions into a computer. 
This would enable judges anywhere 
to get a complete rundown on driv ers 
brought 
before 
them 
un 
similar 
charges. Hav ing prov ided the judicial 
system with the basic information, 
Toms 
then 
would 
work 
toward 
rehabilitating the prisoner. 
Under his plan, the judge would place 
a conv icted driv er on parole, with the 


prov ision that he equip his auto with 
a dev ice to prev ent the ignition from

When hospital charg es reach the 
point of confiscation, as ev idence in­ 
dicates they hav e in many cities, 
leg itimate questions are due on whether 
the institution itself can long surv iv e 
without major chang es. 
Not long ag o the American Hospital 
Association predicted hospital 
room 
costs would rise to $100 a day by 1973, 
and at the time loud cries of protest 
were hea» d. That plateau aleady has 
been reached in some cities, and at 
the present rate of increases mny will 
pass it before 1973. 
Studies in a number of cities hav e 
pinpointed at least some of the cause 
for the inordinate g rowtn in hospital 
costs.

“We call it niggerology,” Mrs. 
Wilks said in an interview. 
“Our goal is to produce black

Nairobi has an enrollment of 
60 and runs from kindergarten 
through the 12th grade. Mrs. 
Wilks hopes to expand the en­ 
rollment to IOO for the next aca- 
demic year. 
Mrs. Wilks, who is in her 40«, 
says she wants to make educt* 
tion “the top thing for black!.* 
“There was a tim® to blow 
and a time to burn,” she says,

Vietnam. The refugees, includ­ 
ing son oral hundred Cambodian 
troops, w ere brought out via 
Highway 19 to Pleiku and a 
nearby form er U.S. base, Camp 
Enari. 
South V ietnam ese troops in­ 
volved in the operation said the 
evacuated Cambodian soldiers 
had no weapons.
